26 by the exercise of reasonable care should have [knowledge] known, that a peace officer is

27 seeking to effect a lawful arrest or detention of that person or another person and interferes

29 Öº [(1)]  (a) »Ö  use of force or any weapon;

30 Öº [(2)]  (b) »Ö  [the arrested person's refusal] refusing to perform any act required by

30a lawful order:

34a Öº (2) Recording the actions of a law enforcement officer with a camera, mobile phone, or
